The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed invention 
is directed to a composition and method for creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in an animal 
with a mixture that contains (i) 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate 1 , hydroquinone, p-methoxyphenol and 
phosphoric acid, and (ii) gold metal powder, ethyl myristate and a sterilized polymer of 2-hexyl 
cyanoacrylate in weak aqueous bicarbonate solution. The prior art fails to provide the requisite 
disclosure, suggestion, or motivation to utilize 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate in combination with all of 
the other specific mixture ingredients to render such treatment. Therefore, the claimed invention 
as a whole is deemed allowable.
